The Course of Erajiirc. 

The thoBia that "Westward the course 
of Empire takes ita way" for the first 
time assumoj literal form — demands 
practical reoognition from monkind. 
The fuU^import of the propositiou wo 
have. noJaUntibn of tracing at present. 
The aphoriam that prerlaod aod not by 
Bea mast the onward' rashiog tide 
of humBoily flow Westward to tiio 
great seat of Empire on tlio Puuifio, 
has already getilod into ft household 
saj'ing. It is quite pnturril and by no 
means onrea-onable that we of British 
Oo'nmbia should looi< anxiously forward 
to a. rallwoy runninfi nqrib of the forfy- 
ninth parallel of latitude as tho moans 
of peopling tlio Great West of tho new 
Dominion. Natural, bi'Ciuso, as ii 
nation sprincing into ociivo ey.isionco, 
We cannot be prcsnraod to rely upon 
foreign avenues. Eoaeouablo, jjocuuHO 
our own territory presents advantages 
and facilities for interocoanio comtnuni- 
cation possessed by no oilier. It would 
appear to be one important missioa of 
the jrooDg nation to "cast up a bighwdV*' 
to connect the two great oceans. 
Whether tho gi:»aiitic oiiterpr'60 be 
undertaken by the Dominion alone, 
or in conjunction with the parent empire, 
It would appear to bo a sine qua non to 
national success — to national existence 
on this ContineDt. The sooner' both 
governments are oorivinced of this the 
better it will bo for them and lor us. 
Tl>8t the construction of an overland 
railway through British torritorj is a 
legitimate enterprise to be shared by the 
parent state cannot, we venture to 
think, well be c|aeBtioned. The highest 
mUeion,' the most important duty of a 
government is to promote the wellbeing 
of the subject. How does 'he account 
stand "With Great Britain ? There are 
at this moment in England nlono con- 
siderably over one million of Ilor Bri«. 
tannic Majesty's subjects e-xiating in o 
condition of pauperism, forming a huge 
mans of moral and physical disenso. 
Men and women like unto ourHolvos, 
With Anglo-Saxon blood in their veins, 
and Anglo»Saxoa words upon their 
tongues, drag out a iniserablo existence, 
clad to rags and steeped to their lips 
in filth and crime. They bring forth 
children only that they may bocomo 
seven-fold more the children of 
hell than themselves. Cursed thom-. 
selves, cursed in their bodit-'s, in their 
souls, in their basket and in thoir 
store,' (the words are figurative, for the 
miserable' wretches have neither bdsko'.

This huge blot, this great festering sore 
Upon the faco of the foremost nation in 
the world, costs annually upwards of 
seventy millions of iloUurs in an at)ortive 
attempt at relief. This Is indeed an 
appalling condition, one which with 
clarion voice demands naticii! invesrigi- 
tion. There must he something radically 
wrong in the polity of the naiion where 
such a condition exists. And it does 
indeed appear inexplicably parado.^i- 
cal that such a phenomenon shoald pre- 
sent itself in tho case of Great Britain, 
— that the world's ChriHtiiiniz"r and 
Jiborator shouki prosefit such a piclur« 
at home. Tho Briiish people have cxx 
pended millions upon, millions pilod in 
seeking to tarn heatbeus into. Christians. 
They have conapastod nea nnd land to 
carry freedom and civiliz itioii to evury 
kindred, and people, and toiiguo, and 
n- tion which God hath placed upon the 
earth ; and yet over u million (,f their 
own kith and kin aro living in worse 
than beatbeodom, are enduring worse 
than slavery, under their very nose. They 
go to the uttermost cods of tho oarth to 
snttch the fringes of humanity trom 
a m)ihical hell, when a million of tlioni- 
selvet, are living in a matorial lu-li | 
Strange iaconsiMtoncy. Tho diHouno 
Is palpab|9 enough. But the euro ? It 
is more thtn two years since tho present 
writer ventired to snggest that tho 
true oure for T,nglund»i p,iuperi,s(n was 
•ystomalic not.ionul-ax.sis'.od emigra- 
tion. Ranknossof growth is tho eauso 
of the disorder. Ol)viously the cure is 
a prooess of thinniagout ibo popalation 
^hd transferring to oev and unoccupied 
soil that portion to whwh tho old over" 
crowded soil of i*]ii(?lana denioc* room. 
What can bo clearer ihai. f A.nd 
what more fitting fiald than the grca', 
Northwest now being thro'vn open 
conjointly by the Imperial anaoana- 
dian Governmeats f Let tho seventy 
millions now annually squandereO. jn 
miserably quackery be employed, in 
carrying out a well digested wcliemo o'; 
opeuiug up the Northwest and coiuluciinf.' 
the Burplufl population of tho old coun^ 
try into it, and not ouly will the Briiish 
tax'payers be relieved of a terrible load, 
bot tho nation will bo relieved of a 
disgrace and a crime ; thousands upon 
thousands will be metamorphosed f.-oin 
a coudition of the most nbjoot mondi- 
oancy into one of indepeudont thrift 
and bapp no^s ; aad tbup , the parent 
naiion will not only be immeasurably 
benefitted and blessed at homo, 
but will reproduce itBolf ou this 
continent.

It is far from agreeable employment 
to be chiding those in authority for de- 
reliction of duty; but when great public 
interests are involved the public jour- 
nalist must not shirk duty because it 
happens to bo disagreeable. Our itera.. 
tions about tho duty of the Government 
in regard to the opening up of facile 
oommnnication with our Soothern gold- 
Gdd are based upon the conviction of the 
great importance of .the;Workj Scarcely, 
less than half the mining interests of 
the Colony now exist on its Southern 
rim ; yot, for tho mere want of tho most 
ordinary means of communication, it 
might a.s well 1)0 on tho banks of tho 
Llooghly, savo'in bo far as tho frifliog 
duty collected upon the trade across tho 
boundary-line is concerned. It was 
clearly shown by figures, which it is said 
do not lie, that tho supplies for our 
Southern goldOelds have already paid as 
much freight in pasning through a for 
eigi) channel as would suffice to construct 
a road through our Own territory which 
would put foreign competition out of th 
question ! If this bo so, and there rs 
no reason to doubt it, what utter folly 
has our Govornmeut boon guilty of ? 
It this bo true, how absolutt ly wicked 
on tho part of tho Government 
proorasiinato month after month 
and season after FoasoD. Just look a 
tho faots : — Tho present trail 
tho only trail wo have — the trail which 
through the grossest mismanagement 
cost the Colony little if any short of 
seventy thousand dollars, and which, in 
point of real practical valuo is proba 
biy not worth as many cents, is to a very 
limited extent used by spirited traders, 
who nro loath to altogether abandon 
-British Columbia as tho proper base of 
supply for British Columbian minors 
But those who have the praiseworthy 
pcrtinaoity to uso this trail are com', 
polled to make a detour through Ameri 
can Territory in order to reach our own 
mines ■ and for thia unspoakablo piivi 
lego thoy have to pay a tax to a foreign 
country of three dollars for each aoima 
every trip ! Is ibis the way to build op 
tho Colony ? In this the encouragement 
that energetic E'ltish raercLants aro to 
expect from the Government of a British 
Colony ? But even this is only half tho 
tale. Owing to the existing condition 
of" things, forcing nearly all the tratlic 
away round by tho mouth of the Colom 
bia river, tho groat bulk of that trade 
ho8 been lost to our morobantSi and has, 
o! courso, fallen into the bands of our 
neighbourd. We appeal to tho Govern 
ment, wo implore the Executive to put 
an immediate termination to a condition 
ut once so sabvorsive of the Colony and 
so derogatory to the reputation of a 
British oomrannity.

There 
are, of course, a few persons here and 
there who entertain opposite opinions ; 
but absoliito oneness of >jpinion upon 
this or any other public question is a 
condition not to be exi)ocied in any 
cointnuuity, and, perhaps, feaat of all, 
in this. The geatlomon composing the 
Address Committee have done well to 
content thoinsolves with presenting 
thcao two fundamentals to future pros'- 
parity, and avoiding tlie too oommoo 
mistake of drifting into more details.

In November of 1866, Mr Soward 
wroto to Air Moiley, tho eminont hi8« 
torian ot tho Netherlands, and at that 
tiino Uiiitod Stutcs AiiibasHiidor at tho 
Court of Vienna. The letter assorted 
ih&t a United States oitizen, resideot in 
Paris, had written to tlie Preaident to

leusly degraded. Toyr denial, or aflar- 
ma; ion of tho truth (f. those reports is 
rfqiiosiiul. ' Mr Moilo_j. of courso, re- 
plied, in a very dig liliud \,ttor, that his 
puf.sonal vicwB had bueii bj^ijio to the 
Presidont's policy, and that mi his own 
private bouie tlioy bad been oppressed, 
and that ho bad never oonoeirod 'imt, he 
was) doprived of tho riglit of hiving 
and expressing private opinions bj his 
oUicial po8ii-ion. Of courso, ho donioA 
tho Hilly nnd violent expressions impated 
to iiim, and reeigned biflfost.

Tbe.Brrival ofa paokor from Kootonay, via 
Forts Sheplicrd ood IIopo, yesterday, plaoei 
118 in poesesjioQ of vQiy important iatelligCDCo 
from that localiiy — impottsiit b» indioatiog 
univeraal well-being on tho part of tbe mi- 
ners in tbe face of very eerioua obstacles left 
to impedta tbcir progrees by tbe iDaoiion of 
tbe Colonial Goverumeit. On tbe original 
Kootenay, or Wild Hotae Creek diggings, 
about 30O mcD are at work, doing well — in 
many oases making above wages. On Perry 
Oreeki 'there are ai: eqaa! number of tninen 
at work, many of wbom are taking out es- 
celieot'pay. Some of tbe companies are 
■inking sbafts to leaeb tlie bed rock, nbere, 
it is expected, preat gold dopoaiis will bo 
ftouod. Should largo pay bo obtained on tbe 
bed-rock, at leust 3000 miners will rusb to 
the diggings buforii tlia winior Bets in. It is 
ealimnicd that already 1,000,000 lbs of goods 
have been iinporied into tlieae diggings from 
J'ofiland, OtcgoD. All this trade might bo 
secured to Victoria, were it not for tbe shock- 
Aingly bad state of the trail. Goods can be 
bought at Victoria tbiriy per cent, obeaper 
thnn at Porilaod; bat tbo state of tbe roads 
througb iiiitisb Uulombia, and tbe detour 
whiob packers aie forced to make througb 
Americaa territory belore reaobing Kootenay, 
add (o immensely to their cost us to pre- 
oluda tbe ( OHsibility of profit, except upon a 
certain line of gni)dp. Anoiher drawback to 
prosperity Is the fact that there la neither a 
resident Magistrate nor u J. P. in tbe district. 
Jlr. O'Reilly slaved three weeks in tbo dig- 
gings last summer, and since then no Court 
has been held in the di'triot. Tbe effect 
upon the trade and morality of a commuoity 
where debts cannot be rccovereJ or oHoooes 
punished, may easily bo imagined. Mr. 
Juhnston, tbe E.ootaoay expressman, ii ex^ 
pected to arrivQ at Victoria in a fe<^ days 
when we look for more citoumatantial ac- 
ooaots of matters at tbe diggings.

Tub MuMcu'Ar. Pcund Ut-Law. — This 
by-law ha? been fioally approved by the 
Administrator, and is bow ia force. It pro- 
vides for the impounding of stvioe, goats, 
horses, horned o^tUe and dogs found ot 
larga and straying within the limits of the 
''^iiy ; ond declares suoh animals to be a 
^uijanoo. A public pound will be estab- 
lished and a pound keeper appoioted, and all 
animals of tbe description teamed (excepting 
dogs wearing lioeuso-tags ) fonnd at large or 
straying in any pnbllo way, street, thorough- 
fare or' noenclosed land within the city 
limits, will be impounded and advertised, 
and a fine not Bxcoediog the sura of S2 may 
be levied or col ecied on or in respect of each 
animal impounded, as well as the expense of 
keeping tho same, not escecilin^ the sum of 
25 cents for each pig, goat or dog, and 50 
cents for each hmse or horned cattle, each 
day; tho ainnnui of the fine (iJ2) imposed on 
the owner of a dog to be credited to the 
owner of the animal in lieu of tbe city-tax 
dne thefeon. If not claimed and charges paid 
thereon within seven days after advertise- 
inenf, the animals so impounded will be sold 
at public auction, on Wednesday and Satardiiy 
ID each week, the balance on bajod accruing 
from snob sole, after dedooting fine and 
charges, to be banded over to the owners of 
tbe animals sold. Any dog offered for sale 
and not disposed ot will bo destroyed. The 
by-law is much needed hore, and its provi- 
ei'oas should be vi^oroufly enforced.

WUK^s Bootb— His Yreatjuent of a Bust 
of Lioeoin. 

In tbe winter of 1862 or I8fi3, soys the St. 
Louis Dispatch, J. Wilkes Booth, tho assaa* 
sin, was playing a star engagement at Ben 
Db Bai's Opero House in this city. Coming 
down one morning to rehearsal, bo had oc- 
casion to enter a picture gollery and artist 
emporium for the purpose of procuring 
some paint or face-dye, eitber^for himself or 
some other of tbe actors. 

After furchosiog what he wanted, he was 
retiring from the store when bis eye caught 
a plaster bust of President Lincoln, which 
was being exhibited for sale. Tbe sight of 
it appeared to arouse bis indigoution, and to 
stir him up to a high degree of rage, ro much 
BO indeed that he cursed both it and its 
original in the most violent strains. He 
worked himself into snob a passion that, 
walking over to tho bu't, he struck it a vio- 
lent blow io tbo face, knocking off a piece 
from over its eyes, and so sevorsly injuring 
his owo band that it bled profusely, and he 
was obliged to wrap a haDdkerohiaf around 
it. 

No notice was Inken of tho act, and Booth 
left the store for ttie thea're, tho owner of 
tbe bust picking up the fragments which 
had been knocked off, and glelDg it on so 
dexterously that tbo injury done it could not 
bo detected. 

Years passed on, and one morning in April 
tbe country was shaken to its centra as no 
other piooo of intelligence liad ever Hhnken it 
before — that the President had been shot 
in Ford's Theatre, io Washinyloo, by J. 
Wilkes Booth. Tho nation went into mourn- 
iog for its CUief Magistrate, and, wherever 
hii remains could cot be actually honored, 
mock iuoerals wore held. Socb a funeral 
wag kept in St. Louis ; the ciiy went into 
mourning, and the Court ITousa was draped 
with black. A bust of fie President was 
placed io the Court House, and it was obaerv- 
od that from over one of the eyos a piece of 
the material had been broknn oil. This bust 
was the same one which Bootb bad mutilat- 
ed, and tbe piece which was at the same 
time replaced wrb alterwards ramovad when 
the same band that struck it oil uiruck down 
its original. 

An English correspondont says that tho- 
rnogb sportsman and Gne gentleman, L^rd 
Westmorel iod, did not appear at TatteraoH's 
on either Monday or TuenHay, and it 'b now 
known that he is complnttly stumped np. 
tbe only wonder ia that he has held on so 
long, for be had no money worth speaking 
of when be commenced bis turf career, and bo 
bsB bad no opportunity of urn ipsiog any since. 
He has always maintained a largo and ospen- 
sive smd , be baa raced perpetually , he was 
never done plnogiog^ aod tboogb be frequent- 
ly won bis losses must have been enormous. 
A friend of mine well acquaintod with him 
told me the other doy that Lord Westmore- 
land required to make £30,000 a year on tbe 
turf to keep going at all. Very likely be did 
something of Ibis sort once, hut he could noi 
go on at that game for ever. Epsom was 
the last straw that broke the camal's back, 
for there be lost a lot of raoca when his horses 
were backed for thousands. He was a very 
fine judge of horse-fleah, and his experience 
to racing was great. The aristocrats are 
dropping oQ indeod from tho tnrf, and if this 
state of things continues much longer we 
shall bava none left at all. It is said that ar- 
rangements will ba made to satisfy his ra- 
cing creditors, who do not seem anxious 
about their money. The bookmakers ought 
not to be hard on him, for be has been a raro 
customer fur tbem, aod It will be remembered 
that begot Lord Hastings to enter into on en- 
gagement to pay their demands when there 
was some prospect of their claims being scout- 
ed. Many wore surprised to find that, after 
all, the Duke of Newcastle's racing dstts 
were paid, and many wondered where the 
money oame from, seeing that it was genera, 
ally believed that the 'Gnaaoo agent,' Pud- 
wick, had 'dried op.' The truib ii<, that hiB 
Grace's mother-in-liw has once more con- 
sented to clear him from bis liabilities, bat 
only on condition tbat he gives up racing en- 
tirely and goes abroad. 

The London Timet glvtia tbe following de- 
soriptioD of tbe Houi<e of Lords on the even- 
ing of the debate on tho second reading ol 
the Irish Churoh Bill :— " rhe Hou»o ol L'rfe 
was the oentro of attraoiion yesterday even- 
ing.

1 he corridors were crowded with 
competitors for seals which were already fill- 
ed, and a sm^ll band of enthusiasiio pornoiis 
cnogregoted at the Peers' eniruiico in Old 
Pulaco-yard, and cheered fiuch membeis of 
the House of Lords a» ihuy recognized, with- 
out, so fur as could bo discovered, any dis- 
linctiun of party or principle. Everything 
teftilied to a general tailing that a memor- 
able pa-sago of hisiory was about to be 
troniaotod, though IliroughoiU it a'l there 
was a oomtortable aasuranco, which few per- 
haps onnld specially jnuily, bat on which 
tho vast majority conGdcutly rcli' d, ih&t all 
danger ot porioua agitalioi) bad passed away." 



The wife of a Mr. Popa Grey, of Bulleur.

Wbea the ruffian entered he 
presented a revolver at Mr Grey, demanding 
firearmp, Mr Grey expostulated, when Mrn 
Grey came in ond besought him not to shool 
her husbind, at the same time getting along- 
side Mr Grey and putting a revolver in his 
band. Mr Grey at once fired at his assai!- 
ant, the ball grH/.inn; his forehead, and agaiu 
Gred, wounding the man mortally in the left 
groin. He staggered and loll io the hall, his 
piilol going ofl at the same instant. The fiir 
ing alarmed his oonfedcrutes, who retreated 
thiougbtbo hall and as they left the outer 
door Mrs. Urey fired after tbem, The police 
were sent for and idenilQed tbe wounded man 
as a person named Campbell, a warder in a 
private luoiitia asylum in tho neighborhood of 
Mr. Grey's lesidenoo, wtioso mother is keeper 
at a publio asylum. lie relased- to disoloie 
tho names ol his associotea and has since died.

Tbirlwoll, Bishop of St. David's, stands 
pre-eminent amongst the distingaishod mem- 
bers of tbe Engli°h hierarchy ; and those 
who road in tbe cable telegrams that he 
voted for disestablisbmeof of the Irish 
Church, saw in the fact nothing surprising 
or unexpeoted.
